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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 33 - 41 , drawn to an in vivo method of assaying for a biological 
target, classified in class 600, subclass 420. 

II. Claims 33 - 41 , drawn to an in vitro method of assaying for a biological 
target, classified in class 436, subclass 173. 

III. Claims 51 - 56, drawn to a biosensor comprising a targeting moiety, 
classified in class 424, subclass 130+. 

NOTE: In addition to the elected Group above, applicant is requested to elect a 
specific macromolecule or molecular structure from the distinct group thereof as set 
forth in the claims (e.g. claims 35 and 52) to which the elected Group will be limited. 
The different structures included therein are a very diverse set and are independent and 
distinct structures, including monoclonal antibodies, dendrimers, lipid complexes, 
liposomes, cyclodextrins, cryptands, cryptophanes...fullerenes, etc., which control the 
classification, thus, necessitate a specific election to which the elected Group will be 
drawn. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
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different inventions have different functions, modes of operation, and effects since in 
vivo methods, which involve administration to a living subject are clearly different from in 
vitro methods, which are performed in a laboratory setting without administration to a 
living subject. 

Inventions Ml and III are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case the method 
of use of Groups I - II can be practiced with materially different products, such as metal 
chelates (e.g. Gd-DTPA analogues, etc.). The biosensor of the independent claim of 
Group III can be used for different functions, as it does not require a nuclear magnetic 
resonance signal for detection purposes. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized 
divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
